| „And this is Efe eternal, that they might know thee, the only true God, snd Sou 
Christ whom thou hast sent” (John xvii, 3). 
ExrRRNAI life is God's greatest gift to His children. To obtain it is worthy 
of our most earnest efforts. The labors of a life-time would be well bestowed 
if the great gift should thereby be at last secured. From the above saying of 
Jesus, it appears that a knowledge of “the only true God” is essential to 
eternal life. It cannot be had without knowing Him. And yet with all the 
excitement about religion, the teachings of professors, the ceremonies of the 
churches, the theories of the divines, the proselytism of the sects, who is 
there that can give an intelligent explanation of the true and living God and 
put mankind in the way of knowing Him for themselves? f 
Reader, do you believe in the God of the professing Christian world? 
Have you ever thought of His personality as defined in the creeds of learned 
divines? The heathen is ridiculed by the so-called Christian for bowing 
down to an image or to an animal, to the sun or other heavenly body, and 
worshiping it as God. And no doubt much ignorance is displayed by such 
idol-worship, though, usually, the mistaken votary does not actually worship 
the visible and created object, but something which he cannot sse of which 
the tangible thing is to him the representative. But does the professing 
Christian uo anything more about the true and living God than the hea- 
then he looks down upon as an inferior? Is the Deity which modern Ohrist- 
endom holds up to us as the proper Being to worship, even as intelligible or 
sensible as some of the things which to heathen winds are the nen 
of the Divine principle? Let us see. 5 | 
The God which profeasing Christians worship is deseribed in their. articles 
of faith as a Spirit, “without body, parts or passions.” It is claimed that in 
the unity of this being without parts there are three persons, or parts, and 
that one of them the Son, has a body, and that as a man He had pas 
like other men. But it is affirmed that though there are three. parts in this 


‘mystical being without parts, they are not three but only one. It is further 


alleged that they are all three equal and co-eternal and alike, and yet at the 
same time they are all different, and that while the Son was ‘begotten ‘of the 
bat the Fathen is 


e . 
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ther alleged that the Father is incomprehensible, the Son incomprehensible 
and the Holy Ghost incomprehensible, yet they are not three incomprehen- 
sibles but one incomprehensible” (See Ist article of Religion; and Athanasian 
Creed in Book of Common Prayer of the Church of England). 

‘There are some preachers, and many of their hearers, who do not fully 
accept these absurd, contradictory and ridiculous definitions of Deity, but 
their ideas on the subject, if not as absurd, are at least so vague and indis- 
tinct as to be unreliable and unsatisfactory, so much so that. they generally 
come to the same conclusion as the preacher, who after having defined to his 
congregation the attributes of God finally exclaimed, “ My brethren, the only 
conelusion I can come to regarding God is that He is an immaterial, sub- 
stance.” Can it be possible that such absolutely absurd ideas of the Creator 
are those that will gain for us eternal life, which to posseas is to have a know- 
ledge. of God? Because the Scriptures say that God is a Spirit, these divines 
declare that He is immaterial, partless and passionless, They imagine that 
spirit is so unlike matter, even in its most refined form, that it has nothing 
whatever in common with it, and as „God is a Spirit,” they conclude that 
He is something intangible and imperceptible. They attempt to describe 
Him as being everywhere present, and yet occupying no space and without 
form. In et, they reduce Deity to the condition of a vacuum, that is, empty 
space, or in other words a solemn nothing, for it would be diffleult to imagine 
a better definition of nothing than this description of a being without 
body, parts or passions. . What is there so small or inferior as to be destitute ‘ 
of parts The veriest atom in existence is not such a nonentity and therefore 
not 80 pqwerless. Such theological reasoning reasons God out of existence 
) entirely, And infidelity and modern theology meet here on common ground, 
for the infidel says there is no God, and the so-called Christian creeds deify 
nothing, or In other words reason Deity away till God is brought down to 
nothing. Tf is equally in the line of infidelity to say that God has no passions 
as to say ‘that He has no parts. If He is without passions He is without 
feelings, emotions or sentiments. He cannot love, or love isa passion, and 
yet we read that “God is love.“ He cannot feel anger, and yet we are told 
that He is “angry with the wicked every day.” How can He be 60 touched 
with a feeling for our infirmities,” or be a jealous, God, » or rejoice over the 
ricktous and the repentant, or be full of Justice, merey and compassion, if He 
is ‘the passienless nonentity described in sectariati creeds?

The Church of England, from whose dchihitions are the 
nothingness of God are taken, in a homily on the “Perils of “Idolatry,” declares 
“that-laity and clergy, learned and unlearned, men, women and children, of 
all ages, Sexes and degrees, OF WHOLE CHRISTENDOM, have been at once 
BURIED in the MOST ABOMINABLE ‘IDOLATRY, and that for the space of eight 
hundred years or more.” Notwithstanding this solemn and awful denuncia- 
tion of the Roman Catholic Church, the idea of God which ‘is in the creed of 
the Church of England was inherited from the Catholic body from which it

defined by the Church of England, in its first article of religion, is the same 
as believed in, with perhaps insignificant modifications, by all other Protestant 
denominations, and this idea of Deity was formulated by the Roman Catholics 
during the 800 years or more in which the Church of England declares whole 
Christendom was “buried in the most abominable idolatry.”

When He did 
manifest Himself it was always in the form of a man. In the beginning He

showed Himself to Abraham, to Jacob, to Moses, to Nadab, Abihu and seve- 
ral of the Elders of Israel (Gen. xviii, xxxii, 24—30; Exodus xxx, ‘L323, 
xxiv; 9—11), and always appeared as a person.

the circumstances of the association bear a ‘semblance of its being in the 
marriage relation, a verdict of guilty must be found. It would seem that in 
this malignant crusade in Utab, all usual forms of legal procedure are to be 
reversed, when the defendant is a “Mormon,” and all judicial safeguards for 
the protection of the accused swept away. What a farce it is, in a trial in- 
volving the property and liberty of a man, when rumor and common repute 
are allowed to take the place of ordinary legal evidence. 
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
